CRIME IN D. C. 
Nearly five months ago in a special message 
to Congress, President Johnson declared war on 
crime in America. “We must arrest 
and 
reverse the trend toward lawlessness,” he de­ 
clared. “ No right is more elemental to our so­ 
ciety than the right of personal security, and 
no right needs more urgent protection.” 
Subsequently it seemed that the sense of 
-urgency had gone out of the program. But the 
way recently was cleared for a concerted at­ 
tack of lawlessness in the area where it is 
most noticeable and objectionable — the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. The President on July 
16 
signed 
the 
District’s 1966 appropriations 
bill and four days later the D. C. Police Depart­ 
ment started saturating the capital’speak crime 
areas wih the equivalent of 235 additional police­ 
men. These are patrolmen and detectives who 
have agreed to work a sixth day at overtime 
rates of pay. 
The pilot effort is being watched closely by 
the President. “ I want the best police force in 
the United States here in this capital of our 
nation,” he stated on July 16, “and I want to make 
it clear that we are going to have it, or some 
fur is going to fly.” 
Serious crime in the District of Columbia has 
increased 106 per cent in the last eight years. 
In the 
12 months ended June 30, 32,545 ser­ 
ious crimes were reported in the District, an 
increase of 12.4 per. cent over the prior 12 
months. The criminal docket in D. C. courts 
is so crowded that many charges are dropped 
or reduced in the interest of a quick disposi­ 
tion of a case. 
President Johnson believes the war on crime 
in the nation’s capital can serve as a model for 
other cities. It could clear the way for greater 
federal leadership in law enforcement and ad­ 
ministration of justice elsewhere. Nothing less 
than a dramatic success story is likely to change 
the prevailing view in Congress — that crime 
prevention is a state and local matter except 
where federal law has been violated.

It 
just wouldn't work out that way. 
The pool of unemployed people, 
heavily weighed with the un­ 
skilled and inexperienced, is not 
In any realistic sense a re ­ 
placement for the skilled work­ 
ers who are being worked over­ 
time because they are in short 
supply. 
If it were economically sound 
to hire new employees rather 
than run up overtime, 
em ­ 
ployers would do this right 
along in order to avoid the 
present 50 per cent premium. 
Yet the facts are clear--over- 
time persists and 
expands, 
rather than diminishes. 
New jobs cannot be created by 
eliminating overtime where the 
need fluctuates from week to 
week. A p!ant or office must 
be staffed for normal opera­ 


tions. An employer simply can­ 
not man his plant for temproary 
and intermittent 
production 
peaks. 
Peaks of operation mean over­ 
time. Since a growing demand 
means satisfied customers, new 
orders, new plants, and new 
jobs, overtime eventually can 
be translated into greater em ­ 
ployment. But if penalties be­ 
come too severe, this road to 
success may be 
effectively 
barricaded.

NEW YORK AP —Painters 
of soup cans and sculptors of 
smashed automobiles had best 
look to their innovations — the 
fossil fish has arrived. 
This newest 
thing in art is 
the brainchild of a New York 
stockbroker, Joseph S. Clark 
Jr., 
36, 
son of the Penn­ 
sylvania senator. 
The fossil fish was a long time 
reaching the market. Clark, an 
am ateur geologist, figures they 
may be as old as 
62 million 
years. His interest in geology' 
let him to discovery of 
the 
aesthetic value of fossils. 
The reddish fossils, embedded 
in slabs of creamy limestone, 
are hung on the wall like pic­ 
tures. The delicate skeleton 
of the fish appears to have been 
sculpted. 
"The fossils a re op a rt,” said 
Clark, who noted that op art, or 
optical art, leans heavily on 
naturalistic objects. 
The fish command a price of 
$100 to $1,700, depending on 


size. Most are only a few inches 
long, but a seven-foot alligator 
garfish now being prepared is 
expected to bring up to $30,- 
000. 
The fossils come from 
the 
Green River basin in southwest­ 
ern Wyoming, where 
Clark’s 
partner, Carl J. Ulrich of Kern- 
m erer, Wyo., digs up the lime­ 
stone slabs and readies them 
for shipment. The partnership 
is named, appropriately, 
the 
Pescadora Co. 
Clark sells the fossils from 
his apartment. His wife, Feli­ 
cia, handles the business end of 
the partnership. 
Clark said he was struck by 
the resemblance of the fossils 
to the cave paintings at Las- 
caux, France, and Altamira, 
Spain. 
Clark has exhibited the fos­ 
sils at his children’s school, 
but has yet to be approached 
by any art museum.

tion's Capital ranks fourth in 
crime. 


Many Shriners had asked the 
same question prior to their 
recent convention. 
The answer is that 
while 
crime is serious in Washing­ 
ton, 8,000,000 tourists 
came 
here last year, and aside from 
the murphing 
of the mayor of 
Selma, Ala., and a few purse- 
snatching, none have suffered 
from serious crim e. 
Meanwhile 
Lyndon Johnson, 
both as a Senator and as Presi­ 
dent, has become the nation's 
No. 1 crime fighter, even before 
he appointed two crime com­ 
missions, for Washington and 
the nation. 
A lot of crime springs from 
dropouts and inadequate educa­ 
tion in Washington. Thanks to 
Niggardly Budgets votes by the 
congressional 
committees, 
schools 
have 
been 
terribly 
overcrowded. In the fall of 1963, 
some schools in Negro districts 
had as many as 90 students per 
classroom, about one-third of 
them unable to get seats. 
My wife, a volunteer teacher 
at that time, found that teach­ 
ers were so harassed and over­ 
worked 
that 
they promoted 
backward students automatical­ 
ly, just to get rid of them. 
Some 14-year-olds so promoted 
couldn't even read “ Cat” or 
“ Dog." 
No one can estimate how many 
dropouts are pushed out into a 
potential life of crime by one 
bad session of over-crowded 
schools. 
LBJ has been more success­ 
ful in promoting better schools 
than any previous president. He 
has also been a never-failing 
supporter of Big Brothers and 
other organizations combating 
juvenile 
delinquency, dating 
back to his Senate days. 
However, here are some ad­ 
ditional ideas which he and his 
newly appointed crime com­ 


missions might consider; 
Electronic Devices in Parks; 
Sen. Jennings Randolph, 
the 
resourceful Senator from West 
Virginia, points out that we have 
perfected amazing electronic 
gadgets for detecting what's on 
the moon; Why couldn't sim ilar 
devices in parks detect crime 
or sound alarms in case of rapes 
and robberies? 
With radar doing the work of 
traffic cops in tracking down 
speedsters, it should also be 
possible to use radar and other 
electronic devices to 
detect 
and prevent crime. 
Warnings posted in city parks 
that 
they 
are 
equipped with 
radar would in themselves be a 
crime deterrent. 
Sen. Randolph, while not op­ 
posed 
to reaching the moon, 
feels that some of the amazing 
discoveries perfected for outer 
space could also be used here 
at home. 
TV Crime Stories; Sen. Tom 
Dodd, D-Conn., and the Senate 
Juvenile Delinquency Commit­ 
tee have already reported the 
alarming effect of TV violence 
in encouraging crim e. 
To get public benefit from 
these findings, the President 
might call to Washington the 
heads of the three networks, the 
top advertising executives and 
the big soap and tobacco com­ 
panies, and ask their coopera­ 
tion in toning down crime on 
television. 
While nobody 
wants censor­ 
ship, we do want the right to 
walk through the streets of our 
major cities unmolested. And 
according to all the juvenile 
delinquency studies, violence 
on TV has a lot to do with in­ 
spiring crime. 
President Johnson has told 
friends the battle against crime 
has just begun, and has asked 
newspapers and other opinion- 
molders to help get public co­ 
operation. The TV networks 
could help right at the source. 
MAYOR ELLIOTT 
ROOSEVELT 
Big, affable Elliott Roosevelt, 
who suddenly came out from un­ 
der a palm tree and got himself 
elected Mayor of Miami Beach, 
has taken his new job by storm . 
His first 100 days have been a 


little like the first of his late 
father, FDR in the White House. 
Mayor Roosevelt has served 
notice on the City Council that 
he intends to shake up and wake 
up this glittering resort city. 
He quotes statistics to show 
that it is rapidly becoming a 
haven for rich, retired old folks 
who, 
he insists, would rather 
belong to a balanced commu­ 
nity. The school population is 
declining; the business tempo is 
slowing down; and an alarming 
number of homes are up for 
sale. 


Roosevelt wants to rezone the 
city for cheaper housing that 
will 
attract young 
m arried 
couples. He is bursting with 
ideas to reform the city gov­ 
ernment, modernize the police 
and beautify the area. 
He 
has 
already 
made ap­ 
proaches 
to bring the 1968 
Democratic 
Convention 
to 
Miami Beach and to persuade 
the owners of Disneyland to 
build an even more fabulous 
model on an island in Miami 
Harbor. 


Though the job pays only $3,- 
000 a year, the new Mayor has 
neglected his own business to 
put in nearly full time for the 
city. Just a busy planning and 
promoting for Miami Beach is 
his vivacious wife Pat, who 
usually sits in the front row 
at City Council meetings. 
Roosevelt has told friends that 
his only ambition is to do the 
best possible job as Mayor. 
And the way he has started out, 
he seems to have the old FDR 
touch. 
Note — One of Roosevelt's 
problems is that the beaches 
north of the city are attracting 
new 
growth. The 
northward 
trend was started by Sam Fried- 
land, 
the 
Food Fair Super­ 
market Tycoon, who built his 
own miniature Miami Beach in 
Hollywood, Fla. This is the 
fabulous 
diplomat 
complex 
which 
now 
Includes a luxury 
hotel, motel, inn, country club, 
apartment towers and two golf 
courses. Shrewdly, Roosevelt 
is trying to persuade Friedland 
to serve on an advisory com­ 
mittee that will be asked to help 
him plan Miami Beach's future. 


emment will fix pharmaceutical 
price ceilings based on that 
fallacious formula, and there­ 
after only minimum allowances 
will be made for other facets of 
doing business — such as re­ 
search, marketing, 
and ad­ 
ministrative expense. 
Referring to the new regula­ 
tion as " a monstrous decree,” 
the Economic Survey, a busi­ 
ness 
paper 
published 
In 
Buenos Aires, said that the 
very survival of the pharma­ 
ceutical Industry was at issue.

THE WORD CURTAIN 
Every government which en­ 
gages in propaganda on a large 
scale soon masters the art of 
spinning a bright and 
shining 
curtain of words which cuts off 
all view of the hard reality 
lying behind them. 
Americans, whose training and 
Inclination tends more in the di­ 
rection of practical 
matters, 
are perhaps not fully aware of 
the enormous Importance 
of 
words and the 
multitudinous 
ways in which words can be 
used to twist or hide truth as 
well as to reveal it. 
As a test, think of a sum of 
money you are about to receive 
from government, regardless of 
its purpose or justification. If 
someone calls that sum 
of 
money a “ dole” , a “handout" 
or 
"public 
charity” , 
the 
chances are that you will be 
infuriated. If it is called a 
“ subsidy" or simply "aid" you 
are likely to feel vaguely uneasy 
or somehow unworthy. 
But if it Is called a “ grant", 
a "matching fund", a dividend 
from a “ mutual assistance pro­ 
gram" or a “ payment” , even 
though you may have done noth­ 
ing for which you might rea­ 
sonably expect to be compen­ 
sated, your conscience is likely 
to sleep on undisturbed. 
This is not to say that everyone 
who receives money from gov­ 
ernment should automatically 
feel guilty about it. It is to say 
that any guilt or lack of guilt 
we may feel should result from 
the actual reason we got the 
money, not from the word used 
to describe it. 
If we face realities squarely 
we cannot be fooled. But if we 
let ourselves be wrapped in the 
word curtain, then almost any­ 
thing can be put over on us. HLH

Prim e Minister in British 
Guiana Typifies New Leaders 
From 
Labor, 
Anti - Red 
Achievements of AIFLD 
Georgetown, British Guiana; 
.. On the "other side of town” 
in a little labor hall there w as- 
an emotional moment worth cov- 
erage by the world press and 
TV cam eras linked to early- 
bird 
intercontinental 
broad* 
cast. 
There was but one foreign 
correspondent there 
and he 
got a look into the future. This 
came when the Prime Minister 
of this land began making the 
welcoming speech to the labor 
movement's 
12th 
national 
“ congress". With the eloquence 
and literacy so 
characteristic 
of his people, Prime Minister 
Forbes Burnham spoke to the 
labor delegates as one of them. 
And well he could. 
Standing up front he was the 
oratorical embodiment of what 
few busy Americans are aware 
of. Here, as well as the world 
over, where burgeoning nations 
spawn new governments, the 
labor leader 
of yesterday is 
the prime minister of today. 
This is significant, for there 
are still 31 British colonies 
soon to be independent. Each 
will have an independent gov­ 
ernment, a voice in the UN and 
each 
will 
be led by trade 
unionists. 
Prim e Minister Burnham is 
president (now on leave) of 
the British Guiana Labor Union, 
"m other of all unions” here. 
Thus, when he arose and greeted 
the delegates to the national 
congress as “ com rades,” it 
was his right. Thus he could 
say to them, "we have struck 
together, we have sung (Soli* 
darity Forever) together, we 
have worked together . . and 
if there is a change in gov* 
ernment I will return to y o u ..” 
And, in return, the chairman 
greeted 
the prime m inister 
warmly and as a comrade. But 
the chairman reminded 
the 
Prim e Minister frankly that the 
labor movement made him and 
could break him. And it could 
"destroy any politicians,” the 
chairman gently advised. 
It all was done with the under­ 
play of British wit absorbed by 
the Guianese, governed so long 
by the English. But there was 
unity in the face of the enemy, 
the Mao-ist type opposition par­ 
ty which was ousted in an elec­ 
tion only six months ago after 
holding 
the government for 
years. 
The prem ier’s party needs 
this unity to fight off the Com­ 
munists* 
Operation Intimida­ 
tion and the mysterious sabo­ 
tage and arson. But most im­ 
portant here and to the people 
of North and South America, 
the prem ier’s party (People's 
National 
Congress) needs 
skilled infighters and parlia­ 
mentarians to outmaneuver the 
Communists in the unions and 
the parliament. 
The Communists are aided 
by Havana, Moscow and Peip­ 
ing. Only a few weeks ago the 


Communists’ leader and dis­ 
ciplinarian, Mrs. Janet 
R. 
Jagan, was in London on her 
way to. see Mao-Tse, tting in 
Peiping. She had to return here 
because of serious problems in­ 
side her People’s Progressive 
Party. 
To offset 
this Communist 
global operation inside George­ 
town, the anti • Communist 
labor movement receives help 
from the American Institute for 
Free 
Labor 
Development 
(AIFLD), which operates out of 
Washington. It is unique. AIFLD 
is a joint venture of American 
labor and American industry. 
Both sides have gotten together 
to neutralize the Communists’ 
invisible invasion of the Carib­ 
bean and Central and South 
America. 
Working with AIFLD's pres­ 
ident, George Meany, are the 
top 
executives 
of such far­ 
sighted corporations as 
Pan 
American 
Airways, 
General 
Motors, Grace and Co., Gen­ 
eral Electric •• to mention just 
a few of the 60 major U. S. 
firms which joined with 
the 
AFL-CIO to help develop demo­ 
cratic labor leaders and mil­ 
lions of rank and filers. 
Thus the graduates of the 
Communist training schools in 
Cuba, 
Russia and mainland 
China are neutralized by 
the 
scholarly and practical AIFLD 
labor training center in Wash­ 
ington. One of AIFLD's grad­ 
uates is the gentle, soft-voiced 
David R. Persaud, now presi­ 
dent 
of the 
British Guiana 
Trades Union Council. 
But the developing of

Dave Persaud into a skilled

For 
the Guianese 
deep in 
the interior •• the people

Communists sought to drive 
into

so the "im per­ 
ialists” would be blamed — the 
AIFLD has a Cinvaram ma­ 
chine. It weighs 50 pounds. With 
shipment it costs $180. With the 
correct mixture of soil and 
water and the application of 200 
pounds of pressure per square 
inch, Cinvaram makes strong 
bricks for swift housing con­ 
struction.

SUNSET SAVED THE BOND ISSUE 
Until precinct II of Ward II came into the 
City Administration office Tuesday evening, 
both bond issues were defeated. As a matter 
of fact, if it had not have been the majorities 
given in the two precincts in Ward II, the bond 
issue would have had to be voted on again. It 
brings up again Legislation changes needed for 
the voting on bond issues. 
We would like to see Representative Tony 
Heckemeyer and Senator Albert Spradling offer 
legislation in the next regular session of the 


Legislature, that would exclude everybody but 
property owners from voting on bond issues. 
We also believe that a simple majority of 
those eligible voters should be all required 
to pass same. We feel that if a 30 or 40 year 
tax mortgage is to be placed against a piece 
of property, only those persons who own the 
property, either in whole or in part, should 
be allowed to place the tax or obligation on 
the real property. 
General obligation bonds are issued by cities 
and are backed up by what amounts to a 
mortgage on property in the cities. We believe 
that a greater number of taxpayers must share 
the load of taxation because the average share­ 
owner who pays his share of all other forms 
of taxation is additionally burdened to carry 
on an ever-increasing heavy load to real estate 
taxes.

CRIME IN D. C. 
Nearly five months ago in a special message 
to Congress, President Johnson declared war on 
crime in America. 
“ We must arrest 
and 
reverse the trend toward lawlessness,*’ he de­ 
clared. “ No right is more elemental to our so­ 
ciety than the right of personal security, and 
no right needs more urgent protection.” 
Subsequently it seemed that the sense of 
urgency had gone out of the program. But the 
way recently was cleared for a concerted at­ 
tack of lawlessness in the area where it is 
most noticeable and objectionable -- the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. The President on July 
16 
signed 
the 
D istrict’s 1966 appropriations 
bill and four days later the D. C. Police Depart­ 
ment started saturating the capital’s peak crime 
areas w'ih the equivalent of 235 additional police­ 
men. These are patrolmen and detectives who 
have agreed to work a sixth day at overtime 
rates of pay. 
The pilot effort is being watched closely by 
the President. “ I want the best police force in 
the United States here in this capital of our 
nation,” he stated on July 16, “ and I want to make 
it clear that we are going to have it, or some 
fur is going to fly.** 
Serious crime in the District of Columbia has 
increased 106 per cent in the last eight years. 
In the 
12 months ended June 30, 32,545 ser­ 
ious crimes were reported in the District, an 
increase of 12.4 per. cent over the prior 
12 
months. The criminal docket in D. C. courts 
is so crowded that many charges are dropped 
or reduced in the interest of a quick disposi­ 
tion of a case. 
President Johnson believes the war on crime 
in the nation’s capital can serve as a model for 
other cities. It could clear the way for greater 
federal leadership in law enforcement and ad­ 
ministration of justice elsewhere. Nothing less 
than a dramatic success story is likely to change 
the prevailing view in Congress — that crime 
prevention is a state and local matter except 
where federal law has been violated.

In proposing double-time for 
overtim e, the Administration 
assum es that this would force 
employers to hire new em ­ 
ployees at straight-time rates.

The pool of unemployed people, 
heavily weighed with the un­ 
skilled and inexperienced, is not 
in any realistic sense a re ­ 
placement for the skilled work­ 
ers who are being worked over­ 
tim e because they are in short 
supply. 
If it were economically sound 
to hire new employees rather 
than run up overtime, 
em ­ 
ployers would do this right 
along in order to avoid the 
present 50 per cent premium. 
Yet the facts are clear--over- 
tim e persists and 
expands, 
rather than diminishes. 
New Jobs cannot be created by 
eliminating overtime where the 
need fluctuates from week to 
week. A plant or office must 
be staffed for normal opera­ 


tions. An employer simply can­ 
not man his plant for tem proary 
and 
interm ittent 
production 
peaks. 
Peaks of operation mean o v er­ 
tim e. Slnre a growing demand 
m eans satisfied customers, new 
o rd e rs, new plants, and new 
Jobs, overtim e eventually can 
be translated into greater em - 
pin rnent. Hut if penalties he­ 
r o n , e too severe, this road to 
su ccess may be 
effectively 
barricaded.

When the principle of unem­ 
ployment Insurance was first 
put into affect in the 
Golden 
State, employees were assessed 
1% of the first $3,000 in wages 
toward 
unemployment insur­ 
ance, with the em ployers paying 
the balance. 
However, some 15 years ago 
when the then Governor 
E arl 
W arren 
was 
unsuccessfully 
seeking to get passed a state 
m edical care bill, a bit of what 
might 
be term ed a political 
num bers racket was instituted. 
It was decided the entire bur­ 
den of the unemployment In­ 
surance prem ium s should 
be 
paid by the em ployers 
with 
the 
employee 
contributions 
going into a fund to pay a cer­ 
tain 
amount 
toward hospital 
bills, and also to provide pen­ 
sions to disabled w orkers. 
While the maximum employee 
contribution 
to this fund has 
been Increased over the years 
from $30 to $56, the fund has 
continued to pay only $12 per 
day for hospital expenses de* 
spite the constantly increasing 
costs of hospital costs, with a 
lim it of 20 days of hospitaliza­ 
tion. 
However, in addition, the fund 
also pays a maximum of $80 
per week tax free to disabled 
w orkers, provided the w orker 
qualifies for this maximum by 
earning 
at 
least 
$625 per 
month. Th" minimum payment 
made for disability is $25 per 
week. 
But on April I, the fund de­ 
rived from these enforced em ­ 


ployee contributions had sunk 
to such a low balance that it 
was necessary to discontinue 
the payments for hospital care. 
Presum ably if a private insur­ 
ance company failed to pay, 
there would be state prosecu­ 
tions, but the only solution ad­ 
vanced so far by the state ad­ 
m inistration has been a request 
for more taxes, 
The Legisla­ 
ture has been turning a jaun­ 
diced eye to these requests on 
the suspicion that there has 
been substantial 
abuses 
in 
rn aking paym ents out of the fund. 
When 
this 
w elfare program 
was inaugurated, and then when 
it was enlarged, California was 
undergoing a fantastically high 
era of economic development. 
Since that tim e, however, the 
economy has been slowed down 
by the declining demand 
for 
new aircraft, plus other cut­ 
backs in the defense program 
with the result that California 
now has more than 400,000 un­ 
employed. 
In addition, the situation was 
probably made m ore 
critical 
by the fact that C alifornia was 
subjected to a "W irtzk rleg ", 
Tile basic economy of 
the 
state depends on the growing, 
harvesting and processing of 
food. 
The refusal of 
Labor 
Secretary W illard 
W irtz 
to 
perm it continuation of the use 
of sufficient Mexican Labor to 
carry 
on the industry has re­ 
sulted in curtailm ents which 
have apparently had a severe 
depressant action on the sta te ’s 
economy. 


Current surveys being 
con­ 
ducted by the National Feder­ 
ation of Independent Business 
show that California which had 
for some time been the nation’s 
leading state in the production 
of new jobs and employment 
opportunities has slipped badly 
in this respect and is no longer 
a national leader. 
Obviously, any politically in­ 
spired welfare plan can look 
good in a boom period, but what 
happens when an econom ic re­ 
versal sets in? 
This is 
a 
question not only of concern to 
the thousands of Californians 
now unable to get the hospital 
benefits they have already paid 
for, but should also be of con­ 
cern to national planners in the 
area of social welfare.

overcrowded. In the fall of 1963, 
some schools in Negro d istricts 
had as many as 90 students per 
classroom , about one-third of 
them unable to get seats. 
My wife, a volunteer teacher

that

backward students autom atical­ 
ly, just to get rid of them .

THE WORD CURTAIN 
Every government which en­ 
gages in propaganda on a large 
scale soon masters the art of 
spinning a bright and 
shining 
curtain of words which cuts off 
all view of the hard reality 
lying behind them. 
Americans, whose training and 
inclination tends more in the di­ 
rection of practical 
matters, 
are perhaps not fully aware of 
the enormous importance 
of 
words and the 
multitudinous 
ways in which words can be 
used to twist or hide truth as 
well as to reveal it. 
As a test, think of a sum of 
money you are about to receive 
from government, regardless of 
its purpose or justification. If 
someone calls that sum 
of 
money a "dole” , a "handout" 
or 
"public 
charity", 
the 
chances are that you will be 
infuriated. If it 
is called a 
"subsidy" or simply "aid" you 
are likely to feel vaguely uneasy 
or somehow unworthy. 
But if it is called a "grant", 
a "matching fund", a dividend 
from a "mutual assistance pro­ 
gram" or a "payment", even 
though you may have done noth­ 
ing for which you might rea­ 
sonably expect to be compen­ 
sated, your conscience Is likely 
to sleep on undisturbed. 
This is not to say that everyone 
who receives money from gov­ 
ernment should automatically 
feel guilty about it. It is to say 
that any guilt or lack of guilt 
we may feel should result from 
the actual reason we got the 
money, not from the word used 
to describe It. 
If we face realities squarely 
we cannot be fooled. But lf we 
let ourselves be wrapped In the 
word curtain, then almost any­ 
thing can be put over on us. HLH

Prim e 
M inister in B ritish 
Guiana Typifies New L eaders 
From 
Labor, 
Anti • Red 
Achievements of AIFLD 
Georgetown, B ritish Guiana; 
•• On the "other side of town’’ 
in a little labor hall there w as- 
an emotional moment worth cov- 
erage by the world press and 
TV cam eras linked to early - 
bird 
intercontinental 
broad­ 
cast. 
There was but one foreign 
correspondent there 
and he 
got a look into the future. This 
came when the Prim e M inister 
of this land began making the 
welcoming speech to the labor 
movement’s 
12th 
national 
"c o n g re ss". With the eloquence 
and literacy so 
characteristic 
of his people, Prim e M inister 
Forbes Burnham spoke to the 
labor delegates as one of them. 
And well he could. 
Standing up front he was the 
oratorical embodiment of what 
few busy A m ericans are aw are 
of. Here, as well as the world 
over, where burgeoning nations 
spawn new governments, the 
labor leader 
of yesterday is 
the prim e m inister of today. 
This is significant, for there 
are still 31 British colonies 
soon to be independent. Each 
will have an independent gov­ 
ernment, a voice in the UN and 
each 
will 
be 
led by trade 
unionists. 
Prim e M inister Burnham is 
president (now on leave) of 
the B ritish Guiana Labor Union, 
“ mother of all unions" here. 
Thus, when he arose and greeted 
the delegates to the national 
congress as "co m rad es," it 
was his right. Thus he could 
say to them, "w e have struck 
together, we have sung (Soli­ 
darity Forever) together, we 
have worked together . . and 
if there is a change in gov­ 
ernment I will return to you. .*’ 
And, in return, the chairm an 
greeted 
the 
prim e m inister 
warmly and as a com rade. But 
the chairm an reminded 
the 
Prim e M inister frankly that the 
labor movement made him and 
could break him. And it could 
"destroy any politicians," the 
chairman gently advised. 
It all was done with the under­ 
play of British wit absorbed by 
the Guianese, governed so long 
by the English. But there was 
unity in the face of the enemy, 
the Mao-ist type opposition p ar­ 
ty which was ousted in an elec­ 
tion only six months ago after 
holding 
the government for 
years. 
The prem ier’s party needs 
this unity to fight off the Com­ 
munists* 
Operation Intimida­ 
tion and the m ysterious sabo­ 
tage and arson. But most im­ 
portant here and to the people 
of North and South A m erica, 
the prem ier’s party (People’s 
National 
Congress) needs 
skilled infighters and parlia­ 
mentarians to outmaneuver the 
Communists in the unions and 
the parliam ent. 
The Communists a re aided 
by Havana, Moscow and Peip­ 
ing. Only a few weeks ago the 


Communists* leader and dis­ 
ciplinarian, M rs. Janet 
R. 
Jagan, was in London on her 
way to see Mao-Tse, lung in 
Peiping. She had to return here 
because of serious problem s in­ 
side her People’s Progressive 
Party. 
To 
offset 
this Communist 
global operation inside George­ 
town, the anti - Communist 
labor movement receives help 
from the Amer ican Institute for 
F ree 
Labor 
Development 
(AIFLD), which operates out of 
Washington. It is unique. AIFLD 
is a joint venture of Am erican 
labor and American industry. 
Both sides have gotten together 
to neutralize the Com m unists’ 
invisible invasion of the C arib­ 
bean and Central and South 
A m erica. 
Working with AlFLD’s p res­ 
ident, George Meany, a re the 
top 
executives 
of 
such far­ 
sighted corporations as 
Pan 
A m erican 
Airways, 
General 
M otors, Grace and Co., Gen­ 
eral E lectric — to mention just 
a few of the 60 m ajor U. S. 
firm s which joined with 
the 
AFL-CIO to help develop demo­ 
cratic labor leaders and m il­ 
lions of rank and filers. 
Thus the graduates of the 
Communist training schools in 
Cuba, 
Russia and mainland 
China a re neutralized by 
the 
scholarly and practical AIFLD 
labor training center in Wash­ 
ington. One of AlFLD’s grad­ 
uates is the gentle, soft-voiced 
David R. Persaud, now p resi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
B ritish Guiana 
Trades Union Council.

But there is also the vast in­ 
terio r, much of it jungles no 
man has trod. And much of it 
with no roads at all. 
For 
the Guianese 
deep in 
the interior — the people 
the 
Com munists sought to drive 
into 
m isery 
so the "im p er­ 
ia lists’* would be blamed — the 
AIFLD has a Cinvaram ma­ 
chine. It weighs 50 pounds. With 
shipment it costs $180. With the 
correct 
mixture of soil and 
w ater and the application of 200 
pounds of p ressure per square 
inch, Cinvaram makes strong 
bricks for swift housing con­ 
struction. 
With a little m uscle and much 
heart and $180 worth of 
ma­ 
chinery - supplied by AIFLD 
— fam ilies can have little homes 
of their own to provide a feel­ 
ing of dignity, and sufficiently 
sturdy to keep out the w eather 
and Communist propaganda. 
Thus the battle goes in far­ 
off lands. Thus it can be won 
when men of good will stride 
shoulder to shoulder.

A very few years ago our 
mentally retarded and mentally 
ill were literally "swept under 
the rug." The general attitude 
was, lf we ignored this problem, 
it might go away.

Our 
School for the Feeble - Minded 
at M arshall, and our Mental 
Hospitals were filled with hope­ 
less, 
unwanted people 
who 
escaped only when released by 
death. There was no space In our 
Institutions for new cases. 
The Health Department helped 
file applications that always 
came to nothing. When parents 
became desperate, the Health 
Department personnel listened 
for hours while mothers poured 
out the stories of their frustra­ 
tions. There was no place for 
the unfortunate child, and no 
help was to be found. He was 
not accepted 
in the public 
schools, nor by society. 
Many parents spent all they 
had, and went deeply In debt 
trying to find one reputable doc­ 
tor who would promise to make 
this youngster normal. 
There is still much to be done. 
But m others and fathers of re­ 
tarded children found by talk­ 
ing to each other that all had 
common problems and that by 
organizing, much could be done 
to help improve the outlook for 
the child and for other mem­ 
bers of the families. 
Six years ago, special educa­ 
tion classes were organized in 
each school district in the state 
for girls and boys with an IQ 
from 48 to 70. These were 
considered 
teachable. They 
were given an opportunity 
to 
compete only with others 
of

In 1964, Scott County started 
its first area school for train- 
able children. These, with an 
IQ of 25 to 48, attended school 
at Sikeston. The class was un­ 
der the direct control of the 
State Board of Education.

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By JAMES MARLOW 
Associated Press News Analyst 
WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
was the week that was almost 
incredible for combined presi­ 
dential action and congressional 
achievement,

against other weeks and even 
other years. 
The President talked to the 
nation, upped the war in Viet 
Nam, conferred and consulted, 
created a crime commission 
and made a number of appoint­ 
ments of far-reaching impor­ 
tance. 
Congress

years ago would have seemed 
impossible of passage. 
Every day since the middle of 
last week President Johnson 
had been conferring with his 
advisers on how to cope with the 
advancing tide of guerrillas in 
Viet Nam.

The next day, Tuesday, John­ 
son signed a bill requiring ciga­ 
rette packages to carry a health 
warning. And, to everyone's 
surprise, he selected Sec retary 
of Welfare Anthony J. Cele- 
brezze, who got his job from 
President John F. Kennedy in 
1962 after he had been mayor of 
Cleveland five times, to be a 
judge of the UJ». Court of Ap­ 
peals in Ohio. 
To his cabinet post Johnson 
named John W. Gardner, Re­

Corporation. And for Wednes­ 
day, Johnson called a news 
conference to talk about Viet 
Nam.

Struggle in 
Soviet Union 
Is Hinted

Four 
Soviet 
leaders 
who 
seemed to drop from public 
view two months ago have sud­ 
denly reappeared all at once - 
and with a bang. 
Their prominence in the So­ 
viet press this week suggests 
that a nervous and indecisive 
collective 
leadership 
is in­ 
volved 
in 
a 
behind-scenes 
struggle. 
Critical and worrisome though 
the Southest Asia situation may 
be for the Kremlin leadership, 
the tugging and pulling now 
seem to center mostly about 
domestic 
affairs. 
Foreign 
policy provides overtones and 
adds complications, some in the 
form of increasingly insistent 
demands from the Soviet mili­ 
tary. 
The four leaders who have 
reappeared are Nikolai V. Pod- 
goray and Pyotr Y. Shelest, 
both party Presidium members 
and both Ukrainians; Pyotr N. 
Demichev, a high-ranking party 
secretary and a bright young 
man of light industry; and Gen­ 
nady I. Vo’rbriov/premier of the 
big Russian Republic. 
All four came up under ousted 
Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev. 
They dropped from view early 
this summer at a time when it 
seemed the Ukrainian element 
favored 
by 
Khrushchev 
and 
others closely identified with 
him was being pushed aside. 
Podgorny and Shelest were 
given significant prominence in 
the 
Communist 
party organ 
pravda and government paper 
Izvestia Sundav and Monday, 
along with the powerful A. N. 
Shelepin and A. P. Kirilenko, 
both members of the ruling 
party Presidium. The play given 
Podgorny 
overshadowed 
that 
given Premier Alexei N. Kosy­ 
gin in commemorations of So­ 
viet navy day. 
Voronov and Demichev showed 
up again in the press as having 
appeared a day or two pre­ 
viously at public functions. 
Shelepin, like Podgorny and 
Shelest, used the navy day occa­ 
sion to voice concern for "the 
defense might of the father - 
land" in view of the situation 
in Viet Nam. 
It is difficult to determine 
just who might be the targets 
of addresses like these, but 
the treatment of the occasion 
by Pravda and Izvestia suggests 
that Premier Kosygin, if any­ 
body, was on the defensive. 
More will be known about the 
internal situation toward the 
end of this year. The chances 
are now that the Communist 
party, despite a statute which 
would require a congress this 


year, is not going to hold one. 
The congresses, theoretically 
required every four years, are 
supposed to lay down guide­ 
lines. 
If October passes without a 
party congress, it will be an 
indication 
that something is 
awry within the party leader­ 
ship. 
Basically, the conflict appears 
to be over internal rather than 
external affairs. Discussion of 
economic affairs in the press 
has provoked sharp debate, as if 
there were a contest going on 
between conservative Commu­ 
nists who resist change and the 
so-called liberals who stand for 
reform.

Radiation’s Effects 
Are Debatable 


HIROSHIMA, Japan (AP) — 
Every year, on Aug. 6, the city 
of Hiroshima solemnly places a 
list of new names under the ce­ 
notaph which honors thousands 
who died from effects of the 
atom bomb. 
Temple bells toll, doves wheel 
in the air and citizens of the 
first city to feel the lash of an 
atomic weapon bow their heads 
in prayer. 
Most of the new victims are 
popularly described as struck 
down by "atomic disease,*' a 
term used for leukemia or some 
other form of cancer. 
But the truth is that despite _ 
‘research carried out by Japa-" 
nese, American and European 
doctors and scientists on the 
effects of radiation from the 
Hiroshima bomb, no one can 
say positively that it causes or 
accelerates disease in humans. 
Statistically, 
doctors 
and 
scientists have found that the 
incidence of some diseases like 
cancer is much higher in per­ 
sons 
exposed to the bomb. 
Despite this it has so U r been 
impossible to say beyond doubt 
whether radiation caused, en­ 
couraged or had nothing to do 
with these diseases. 
As a 
more positive fact, 
American researchers in the 
Atomic Bomb Casualty Com­ 
mission say they have found 
that no genetic damage from 
radiation has been passed on to 
children of survivors. 
This conclusion was reached 
by Dr. James Neel of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan. He exam­ 
ined all children born to bomb 
victims in Hiroshima and the 
second atom-bombed city, Na­ 
gasaki, in one year, from 1947 to 
1948. Using genetic markers, he 
found no disturbances. 
"That is something we can be 
very cheery about. We like to 
think of it as one of the best 


things we have done,** said Dr. 
Kenneth B. G. Johnson of Yale 
University, now in residence at 
the commission. 
The commission has carried 
out many studies related to the 
bomb since 1947. It is jointly 
supported by the UjS. National 
Academy of Sciences-National 
Research Council and the Japa­ 
nese 
National 
Institute 
of 
Health, a government agency. It 
has 850 Japanese and 50 Ameri­ 
can staff members. 
Headed by Dr. George Dar­ 
ling of Yale, the commission is 
making an exhaustive survey of 
100,000 persons, half of them 
' exposed, the other half not ex­ 
posed to the bomb. Matched by 
sex and age, they are period­ 
ically checked for survival ex­ 
periences and causes of death. 
It is also studying a sampling 
of 20,000 exposed and nonex­ 
posed children and adults to 
determine whether there has 
been any change in the occur­ 
rence of disease in relation to 
the amount of exposure. They 
get detailed physicial and labo­ 
ratory examinations every two 
years.

tions on many consumer durable 
goods items, including major 
appliances and TV sets, in the 
second through increased in­ 
comes.

In terms of percentages of 
increase over the last half of 
1964, my guess is that retail 
sales as a whole will record 
a 4 1/2 per cent gain in the 
last six months of 1965.

Radiation’s Effects 
Are Debatable 


HIROSHIMA, Japan (AP) — 
Every year, on Aug. 6, the city 
of Hiroshima solemnly places a 
list of new names under the ce­ 
notaph which honors thousands 
who died from effects of the 
atom bomb. 
Temple bells toll, doves wheel 
in the air and citizens of the 
first city to feel the lash of an 
atomic weapon bow their heads 
in prayer. 
Most of the new victims are 
popularly described as struck 
down by ‘‘atomic disease,** a 
term used for leukemia or some 
other form of cancer. 
But the truth is that despite 
research carried out by Japa-" 
nese, American and European 
doctors and scientists on the 
effects of radiation from the 
Hiroshima bomb, no one can 
say positively that it causes or 
accelerates disease in humans. 
Statistically, 
doctors 
and 
scientists have found that the 
incidence of some diseases like 
cancer is much higher in per­ 
sons 
exposed 
to the bomb. 
Despite this it has so far been 
impossible to say beyond doubt 
whether radiation caused, en­ 
couraged or had nothing to do 
with these diseases. 
As 
a 
more positive fact, 
American researchers in the 
Atomic 
Bomb Casualty Com­ 
mission 
say they have found 
that no genetic damage from 
radiation has been passed on to 
children of survivors. 
This conclusion was reached 
by Dr. James Neel of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan. He exam­ 
ined all children born to bomb 
victims in Hiroshima and the 
second atom-bombed city, Na­ 
gasaki, in one year, from 1947 to 
1948. Using genetic markers, he 
found no disturbances. 
“ That is something we can be 
very cheery about. We like to 
think of it as one of the best 


things we have done,** said Dr. 
Kenneth B. G. Johnson of Yale 
University, now in residence at 
the commission. 
The commission has carried 
out many studies related to the 
bomb since 1947. It is jointly 
supported by the UJS. National 
Academy of Sciences-National 
Research Council and the Japa­ 
nese 
National 
Institute 
of 
Health, a government agency. It 
has 850 Japanese and 50Ameri­ 
can staff members. 
Headed by Dr. George Dar­ 
ling of Yale, the com m ission is 
making an exhaustive survey of 
100,000 persons, half of them 
exposed, the other half not ex­ 
posed to the bomb. Matched by 
sex and age, they are period­ 
ically checked for survival ex­ 
periences and causes of death. 
It is also studying a sampling 
of 20,000 exposed and nonex­ 
posed children and adults to 
determine whether there has 
been any change in the occur­ 
rence of disease in relation to 
the amount of exposure. They 
get detailed physicial and labo­ 
ratory examinations every two 
years.

R ussia Underplays 
Viet Nam War 


Moscow is underplaying as­ 
pects of the Viet Nam war 
which might directly concern 
the Soviet Union, and Washing­ 
ton appears to be bending over 
backward to avoid provoking 
the Kremlin. 
The appearance of delicate 
treatment of the situation in 
both capitals testifies to the 
depth of the Viet Nam crisis 
and the reluctance of the two 
great nuclear powers to gener­ 
ate dangerous tension between 
them. 
8oviet skittishness has be­ 
come obvious. The Soviet press 
paid scant attention to the dra­ 
matic news that UJ5. planes at­ 
tacked 
antiaircraft 
missile 
sites in North Viet Nam, in­ 
stallations presumably placed 
there by the Russians and pos­ 
sibly manned by their techni­ 
cians. 
President 
Johnson 
said 
Wednesday he knows of nothing 
the UJ5. government has in 
mind which might excite Soviet 
distrust or provoke the Soviet 
Union. The whole tenor of his 
news conference was distinctly 
low key, and the picture he dis­ 
played of UJS. policy in Viet 


Nam was one of carefully meas­ 
ured steps. 
If Russians were manning the 
missiles in North VietNam,the 
Kremlin may have decided that 
they were expendable chips in 
this poker game. It is possible, 
of course, that no Russians 
were on the scene at all. 
In any event, the Kremlin 
leadership shows no enthusiasm 
for heating up the atmosphere, 
despite strident scolding from 
the Red Chinese. 
“ What the Russians call sup­ 
port for Viet Nam and aid to 
Viet Nam are just for deceiv­ 
ing o th e rs/’ complained a Pe­ 
king paper this week. “ Their 
real aim is to bring the Viet 
Nam question into the orbit of 
Soviet • lT«S. cooperation for 
world domination and stamp 
out the Vietnamese people's 
struggle against UJ5. aggres­ 
sion." 
The evidence seems to indi­ 
cate the Soviet Union and most 
of its European allies would like 
to see some approach to the 
conference table worked out. 
The problem is how to overleap 
the hurdle of Chinese obstruc­ 
tion. 
Didn’t Get Tough 
Soon Enough 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
stepped-up war in Viet Nam 
ordered by President Johnson 
might never have been neces­ 
sary if the United States had 
been tougher sooner. 
Johnson's actions area major 
effort to save Viet Nam from a 
Communist take-over although 
the United States has been pum­ 
ping money, arms and, to a l’m 
ited degree, men into that coun­ 
try for more than 10years. The 
American military manpower 
buildup began five years ago. 
For eight of those years the 
United States, under Presidents 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and John 
F, Kennedy, backed a dictator 
who finally was ousted in a coup 
and killed. 
TTiis was President Ngo Dinh 
Diem, assassinated in 1963. Be­ 
cause he was a strong anti-Com- 
mumst, the two American ad­ 
ministrations apparently felt 
they had to put up with him or 
see chaos and communism take 
over the country. 
The United States has had two 
principal purposes in helping 
South Viet Nam — one humane, 
the other selfish. 
This country wanted to help 
the Vietnamese masses out ot 
their ancient backwardness but, 
for its own sake, the United 
States wanted to stop the spread 
of communism by preventing a 
Red take-over in VietNam.This 
has 
been 
American 
policy 
around the world since 1948. 
The 
Vietnamese, impover­ 
ished, largely illiterate, and 
with a life expectancy of 32 
years, had no understanding of 
democracy, communism, capi­ 
talism, or socialism. 
They wanted as little govern­ 
ment of any kind as possible. 


What they wanted was a bet­ 
ter, longer and richer life for 
themselves and their children. 
Like anyone else, they could be 
expected to turn to the side that 
helped them the most or prom­ 
ised the most. 
When Diem, despite all the 
American help, failed to provide 
this incentive, the UnitedStates 
could have taken one of these 
three courses: 
Try to compel him to end the 
tyranny, put in reforms and 
provide hope; get out if he 
didn't on the grounds that with­ 
out change the cause was help­ 
less; or sweat it out with him in 
the hope things might turn out 
right. 
The United States chose the 
third course. The failure of the 
Eisenhower and Kennedy ad­ 
ministrations to make the tough 
decisions just left the country 
wide open to discontent and 
growing guerrilla war. 
Kennedy 
was 
aware 
that 
changes were needed. He sent 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor to Viet 
Nam. When Taylor came back 
the Kennedy administration an­ 
nounced that Diem had agreed 
to put in wide reforms. That 
was about the last ever heard of 
that. 


In short, the United States, 
despite all its help, had to watch 
Viet Nam dwindle into disaster 
as the guerrillas took over more 
and more of the country. 
Now the United States feels it 
is necessary to put more men 
and effort into the war to save 
South Viet Nam. This is being 
tough. But if the UnitedStates 
had been half so tough long ago 
what has happened now might 
have been averted.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
stepped-up war in Viet Nam 
ordered by President Johnson 
might never have been neces­ 
sary if the United States had 
been tougher sooner. 
Johnson’s actions a re a major 
effort to save Viet Nam from a 
Communist take-over although 
the United States has been pum­ 
ping money, arm s and, tuaUm 
ited degree, men into th..t coun­ 
try for more than IO years. The 
American 
m ilitary manpower 
buildup began five years ago. 
F or eight of those years the 
United States, under Presidents 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and John 
F. Kennedy, backed a dictator 
who finally was ousted in a coup 
and killed. 
This was President Ngo Dinh 
Diem, assassinated in I 963. Be­ 
cause he was a strong anti-Com­ 
munist, the two American ad­ 
m inistrations 
apparently felt 
they had to put up with him or 
see chaos and communism take 
over the country. 
The United States has had two 
principal purposes in helping 
South Viet Nam — one humane, 
the other selfish. 
This country wanted to help 
the Vietnamese m asses out of 
their ancient backwardness but, 
for Its own sake, the United 
States wanted to stop the spread 
of communism by preventing a 
Red take-ovei in VietNam. This 
has 
been 
American 
policy 
around the world since 1948. 
The 
Vietnamese, im pover­ 
ished, largely illiterate, and 
with a life expectancy of 32 
years, had no understanding of 
democracy, communism, capi­ 
talism , or socialism . 
They wanted as little govern­ 
ment of any kind as possible. 


What they wanted was a bet­ 
ter, longer and richer life for 
themselves and their children. 
Like anyone else, they could be 
expected to turn to the side that 
helped them the most o r prom ­ 
ised the most. 
When Diem, despite all the 
American help, failed to provide 
this incentive, the U nitedStates 
could have taken one of these 
three courses: 
T r\ to compel him to end the 
tyranny, put 
in reform s and 
provide hope; get out if he 
didn’t on the grounds that with­ 
out change the cause was help­ 
less; or sweat it out with him in 
the hope things might turn out 
right. 
The United States chose the 
third course. The failure of the 
Eisenhower and Kennedy ad­ 
m inistrations to make the tough 
decisions just left the country 
wide open to discontent and 
growing guerrilla w ar. 
Kennedy 
was 
aw are 
that 
changes were needed. He sent 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor to Viet 
Nam. When Taylor cam e back 
the Kennedy adm inistration an­ 
nounced that Diem had agreed 
to put in wide refo rm s. That 
was about the last ever heard of 
that. 


In short, the United States, 
despite all its help, had to watch 
Viet Nam dwindle into disaster 
a s the guerrillas took over more 
and more of the country. 
Now the U nitedStates feels it 
is necessary to put m ore men 
and effort into the w ar to save 
South Viet Nam. This is being 
tough. But if the United States 
had been half so tough long ago 
what has happened now might 
have been averted.

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A Note and Flash 
In Early August

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— So 
long as man is alive on earth he 
can never forget two things that 
came, years apart, in the first 
week in August: A note and a 
flash. 
Ever since he has known that 
if he is stupid enough there will 
be another flash some time,not 
to see by but to die by. 
It was 26 years ago toda\ — 
Aug. 2, 1939 — that the world's 
most famous scientist, Albert 
Einstein, wrote a note to Presi­ 
dent 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
saying: It might be possible to 
make an atomic bomb. 
Then the kindly Einstein, a 
pacifist, added a frightening 
note. He said the Nazis were 
already at work on the project. 
Roosevelt's 
response: "This 
requires action." It took six 
years to make the bomb. 
Tw enty years ago this week — 
Aug. 6, 1945 — a F329 superfor­ 
tress flew over the Japanese 
•city of Hiroshima at 9:15 a.m. 
‘and 
dropped a bomb called 
"The Lean Boy." lYie city went 
up in flash and smoke. 
President Harry S. Truman 
got the word that da\ coming 
back from the Potsdam Confer­ 
ence on the heavy cruiser Au­ 
gusta and he told a group of 
sailors around him: "This is the 
greatest thing in history." 
The Japanese bumbled about 
surrender and on Aug. 9, 1945, 
another bomb, this one called 
."The Fat Boy," was dropped on 
Nagasaki. The world has never 
been the same since. 
Nearly 80,000 people were 
killed in Hiroshima, 35,000 in 
Nagasaki. Over 70,000 were in­ 
jured in both cities, thousands 
were doomed to lingering, agon­ 
izing illness. Other thousands 
were missing. 
The Vatican newspaper L'Os- 
servatore Romano, said "this 
incredible, destructive instru­ 
ment remains a temptation for 
posterity.” And it has been ever 
since. 
Hie United Nations, quickly 
realizing what the world was up 
against, in January 1946 created 
its Atomic Energy Commission 
to find 
some 
way to control 
what had been let loose. 
Six months later, on June 14, 
1946, Bernard M. Baruch, UJ5. 


representative to the commis­ 
sion, told it: "My fellow citizens 
of the world. We are here to 
make 
a choice between the 
quick and the dead. If we fell, 
then we have damned every 
man to be a slave of fear." 
The commission feiled. The 
United States proposed an inter­ 
national commission to control 
atomic energy with unrestricted 
right to inspect all nations to 
prevent cheating. The Russians 
wanted an international agree­ 
ment to abandon atomic war­ 
fare, but without inspection. The 
race was on. 


On Sept. 23, 1949, Truman an­ 
nounced Russia's first atomic 
blast. To keep ahead, the United 
States went farther and on Nov. 
1, 1932, exploded its first hydro­ 
gen device. Russia caught up 
with this on Aug. 21, 1953. 
Both sides were busy, busy to 
find a better and fester way to 
deliver the bomb. They devel­ 
oped intercontinental ballistic 
m issiles, of which the United 
States has more than7 50. While 
Russia may have fewer, it has 
enough to iay the United States 
in ruins if they reached their 
targets. 


Both went farther and endan­ 
gered the world by testing in 
the atmosphere. 'Hiey finally 
agreed to cut that out in 1963 
and just test underground. Both 
have devices to be sure there's 
no cheating on that. 
But the worst nightmare is 
the spread of nuclear weapons; 
other nations can develop them 
and some already have. Five big 
powers are in the nuclear club 
now: 
United 
States, Russia, 
Britain, France, Red China. 
Others, like India, are unlike­ 
ly to sit by indefinitely without 
the bombs for this would leave 
them at the mercy of their 
neighbors. Unless there's a stop 
to the spread, the world may 
become a furnace. 
For years there have been 
disarmament conferences. An­ 
other one began last week with 
the United States and Russia 
the main characters. But no one 
really expects any progress or 
agreement. 
Today, 26 years after Einstein 
wrote his note, the world doesn't 
know whether it's going to wind 
up looking like roast chicken.

most famous scientist, Albert 
Einstein, wrote a note to Presi­

I ranklin D. Roosevelt, 
saying: It might be possible to 
make ar. atomic bomb. 
Then the kin lh Einstein, a 
pa' if I st, aide-, a frightening 
note. He said the Nazis were 
already at work on the project. 
Roosevelt's 
response: "This 
requires a (ion." It took six 
years to make the l>omb. 
Twenty years ago this week — 
Aug. G, 194 — a K29 superfor­ 
tress flew over the Japanese 
•city of Hiroshima at 9:10 a.m. 
and 
dropped a bomb called 
"Tile Lean Boy." The cit} went 
up in flash and smoke. 
President Harry S. Truman 
got the word that da\ coming 
lack from the Potsdam Confer­ 
ence on the heavy cruiser Au­ 
gusta and he told a group of 
sailors aroundhim: "This is the 
greatest thing in history.” 
The Japanese bumbled about 
surrender and on Aug. 9, 1945, 
another bomb, this one called 
."The Fat Bov ," was dropped on 
Nagasaki. The world has never 
been the same since. 
Nearly 80,000 people were 
killed in Hiroshima, 35,000 in 
Nagasaki. Over 70,000 were in­ 
jured in both cities, thousands 
were doomed to lingering, agon­ 
izing illness Other thousands 
wei e missing. 
The Vatican new spaper L'Os- 
servatore Romano, said "this 
incredible, destructive instru­ 
ment remains a temptation for 
posterity." And it has been ever 
since. 
The United Nations, quickly 
realizing what the world was up 
against, in January 1946 created 
its Atomic Energy Commission 
to find 
some 
way to control 
what had been let loose. 
Six months later, on June 14, 
1946, Bernard M. Baruch, U-S. 


representative to the commis­ 
sion, told it: "My follow citizens 
of the world. We are here to 
make a choice between the 
quick and the dead. If we fail, 
then we have damned every 
man to be a slave of fear." 
The commission failed. The 
United States proposed an inter­ 
national commission to control 
atomit energy with unrestricted 
right to inspect all nations to 
prevent cheating. Tile Russians 
wanted an international agree­ 
ment to atandon atomic war­ 
fare, t ut without inspection. The 
race was on. 


On Sept. 23, 1949, Truman an­ 
nounce ii Russia's first atomic 
blast. To keep ahead, the United 
States went farther and on Nov. 
I, 1952, exploded its first hydro- 
gen device. Russia caught up 
with this or. Aug. 21, 1953. 
Both sides were busy, busy to 
find a better and faster way to 
ieliver the bomb. They devel­ 
oped intercontinental ballistic 
missiles, of which the United 
States has more than750. While 
Russia may have fewer, it has 
enough to lay the United States 
in ruins if they reached their 
targets. 


Both went farther and endan­ 
gered the world by testing in 
the atmosphere. TTiey finally- 
agreed to cut that out in 1963 
and just test underground. Both 
have devices to be sure there's 
no cheating on that. 
But the worst nightmare is 
the spread of nuclear weapons; 
other nations can develop them 
and some already have. Five big 
powers are in the nuclear club 
now: 
United 
States, Russia, 
Britain, France, Red China. 
Others, like India, are unlike­ 
ly to sit by indefinitely without 
the bombs for this would leave 
them at the mercy of their 
neighbors. Unless there's a stop 
to the spread, the world may- 
become a furnace. 
For years there have been 
disarmament conferences. An­ 
other one began last week with 
the United States and Russia 
the main characters. But no one 
really expects any progress or 
agreement. 
Today, 26 years after Einstein 
wrote his note, the world doesn't 
know whether it's going to wind 
up looking like roast chicken.
